Aid-fo-Britain 
Bill Approved 
by House Group 


Gerard Forecasts 
Nazi Fifth- 
Column Move 
Against Mexico 


WASHINGTON — (/TV— The admin- 


istration's British aid bill was ap- 
proved by the house foreign affairs 
committee Thursday after efforts to 
write in a financial limit had been 
defeated. 


The committee's action cleared the 


way for house debate on the mea- 
sure, probably Monday. 


The vote on final approval was 


taken quickly after 
the committee 


had defeated a proposal to place a 
2-billion-dollar limit on transactions 
under the bill. 


The proposal was opposed by the 


administration majority on the com- 
mittee which Wednesday voted down 
nn amendment that would have put in- 
to the bill a prohibition against-na- 
val escorts for ..cargo convoys. ,.-„ 


The committee action Thursday' was 


taken about the time James W. Ge- 
rard, World war ambassador to Berlin, 
testified before the senate foreign re- 
lations committee that "the Nazi would 
seize Mexico if Great Britain were 
defeated." He said he favored a de- 
claration of war against Germany. 


Supporting the British 
aid 
bill, 


Gerard told the senate committee if 
Germany is victorious "we will meet 
the first shock of her attack in the 
countries to the south of us." 


Germany and Italy now are send- 


ing "vast sums" to Mexico and oth- 
er Latin American countries, he said, 
adding that if Germany wins the war 
in Europe "Mexico will be seized bv 
the Nazis." 


Gerard said he could sec no hope 


for a negotiated peace in the war and 
he urged congress 
to furnish this 


country with a "lightning defense" 
against lightning war by passing the 
British aid bill. 


Defeat Convoy Ban 


A proposal to prohibit use of Unit- 


ed States naval vessels to convoy sup- 
plies to Britain had been rejected by 
the House Foreign Affairs Committee 
Wednesday as it ncarcd the end of 
Us consideration of the 
lease-lend 


program for aiding countries fighting 
the Axis. The committee, did, how- 
ever, approve an amendment stating 
that the measure neither authorizes 
nor permits use of American vessels 
as convoys.

of administration members, and Chair- 
man Bloom (Dem. N. Y.) later said 
that if the Constitution or any exist- 
ing statute inithorizcs the president 
to order the navy to escort duly, this 
power would not be affected by the 
language agrecc. upon.

Here's Aid U. S. Has Sent to Great 
Britain Thus Far in Europe's W* 


Planes and Ships 
Lead Long List 
of War Supplies

What aid-to-Britain might mean in 


the future is powerfully indicated by 
the American aid that has already 
gone to the island citadel. 


Though all-out help now being de- 


bated has not begun to flow across 
the Atlantic and though special plants 
built to produce war materials are 
in general not yet operating, a look 
at the records for the last year and 
a half shows the United States is 
playing a major role in the firm stand 
'the British are making.

Clause Knocked 
Out of Pilkinton Bill 


LITTLE ROCK -(/P)- The senate 


defeated Thursday after lengthy de- 
bate an effort to require posting ol 
notice of intention to wed for a per- 
iod of five days before issuance of a 
marriage license. 


A strong bloc led by Beck of West 


Memphis voted 17 to 11 to strike 
from a bill by Pilkinton of Hope and 
Mitchell of Prescott two section con- 
taining the advance-notice 
provision 


The action left in the bill only 


a provision increasing the minmum 
marriage age for girls from 14 to 16 
and for men from 16 to 18. 


Beck opposed tthe five-day notice 


proposal on grounds that it would 
seriously impair revenues accuring to 
county clerks from the sale of mar- 
riage licenses. 


Pilkinton and Mitchell contended 


would prevent hasty marriages and 
"preserve our homes." 


The authors of the bill said elimina- 


tion of the five-day notice section 
in effect killed the bill. 


The senate passed 22 to 6 a bill 


by Gordon of Dermott which would 
repeal the Arkansas inheritance tax 
and substitute for it a law under 
which the state would be entitled 
to 80 per cent of the inheritance taxes 
collected in Arkansas by the federal 
government. 


Overriding a resolution previously 


adopted calling for committee nomina- 
tion the house voted Thursday to name 
its five members to the highway bond 
refunding board by nominations from 
the floor. 


Balloting on the board members 


started after 62 members of the house 
had voted in a standing count to re- 
consider the vote by which the pre- 
vious resolution, by Campbell of Gar- 
land, calling for committee nomina- 
tions, was adopted last Tuesday.

These people formed part of the

Harrison May
